Philadelphia, Pa., March 18—Little 
Progress appeared on the surface in the 
movement for a settlement of the trolley 
strike. State Senator McNichol ind Re- 
corder of Deeds Vare visited Mayur Rey- 
burh this afternoon for the first time 
since their return from Florida. 

After leaving the mayor's office, Sena- 
tor McNichol said: “I did not discuss 
the strike with the mayor; my visi was 


purely social.” 

Mayor Reyburn, however, declared 
that the strike wa. discussed though 
neither Mr. McNichol nor Mr. Vare had 
any definite suggestions to make, He said 
he adhered to his determination to keep 
out of the controversy himself, jut 
would not interefere with any movement 
for peace, 

Union President's Statement. 

W. D. Mahon, president of @he Iuter- 
naticnal Carmen’s Union, arrived in this 
city this afternoon from Detroit, where 
he had gone Wednesday. He said. “If 
the split ‘now is over the discharged men, 
that seems to me a little thing to hold 
up a settlement. All that needs to be 
dene is to find out what they were dis- 
charged for. If it was for being Union 
men of course the Union @ill insist on 
their reinstatement. If it was for inef- 
ficiency or misconduct the Union will 
withdraw its support.” 

O. E. Greenwalt, president of the State 
Federation of Labor, said that he would 
call the state-wide strike Monday if some 
definite move toward a settlement had 
not been made by that time. If such a 
strike is calléd, however, the Union 
forces will probably have to count out 
the anthracite coal miners, who they 
said, would be with them 100,000 strong. 

Violence Renewed. 

Violence was rent wed tonight. Early 
in the evening a car was dynamited and 
shortly before 11 o’cleck another car was 
blown up. These reports were followed 
shortly after by still a third explosion. 
They all ocurred in different sections of 
the city. 

The first of the attacks occurred at 9 
o’clock on Columbia avenue between 30th 
and 3ist streets when a powerful explo- 


‘sive, presumably gun cotton or dynamite 


was run over by, a car as it was_rapidly 
descending a down’ grade at that point. 

The force of the explosion lifted the 
car several inches from the rails and 
broke every pane of glass. The report 
was heard for half a mile. There were 
seven passengers on the car at the time 
and one of these, Mrs. T. J. Pratt, was 
slightly injured. Pieces of the flying 
glass fell about the heads of passengers, 
who were thrown with violence from 
their seats, 

The Gecond Explosion. 

The second explosion was near the cor- 
ner of Courtland and Dauphin streets, 
where a car ran over a bomb placed on 


one of the rails, Net only were the 
glass wipdows th the car shattered but 
those i#?a dozen houses within a block 


were broken. There had been trouble at 
this point eatly in the evening and be- 
fore the explosion occurred, the police 
had to drive the crowds away several 
times, Three passengers in the car were 
hadly shaken up but no one was serious- 
ly hurt. Immediately following the ex- 
plosion a crowd gathered in the street 
and began throwing stenes at the motor.

London, Mar, 18—Replying 
question in the House of Commons, 
Col, Seeley said that the government 
had no information regarding the 
tariff discussion at Ottawa.

The attitude of Canada in re- 
fusing cooncessions ,unless they are 
reciprocated, is obviously logically 
correct, and any hostile action by 
Washington would place the United 
States in a false position, since any 
increase in the United States’ tariff 
would undoubtedly be followed iby a 
Canadian surtax. It is scarcely 
thought possible the United States 
government will venture beyond the 
region of bluff. 
_. Germany is Satisfied. 

Berlin, Mar. 1s—Germany counts 
ono profiting handsomely by the im- 
pending Candian-American tariff hos- 
tilities. America is regarded here as 
& more "dangerous rival to Germany’s 
trade and ambitions in the Dominion 
than England or France, and anything 
calculated to stem the: American in- 
vusion of the Canadian market is 
therefore hailed as an. iil wind which 
can only blow Germany good. 

The Vossischez Zeitung commenting 
recently on the possibilities of this 
fiseal war observed that Germany had 
every reason to sit ‘back and enjoy 
the conflict silently smiling. The 
German press is publishing price sta- 
tistics showing the growth of German 
population in Canaa. It is said that 
170,000 Germans are now residents in 
the western provinces alone, and it is 
believed that these will be active pro- 
moters of German trade and ambitions 
in their adopted Fatherland.

AGED MERCHANT MURDERED 


Foul Crime Committed at Merritt, 
British Columbia. 


Merritt, B. C., Mar. 18.—John Bb, 
Barry, one of the oldest merchants 
of Lytton, was murdered in his store 
early yesterday morning. ‘he police 
are now on the track of the suspect, 
Barry was 78 years of age and form- 
erly conducted a store at Thompson, 
He was burned out eight years ago, 
when he went to Lytton and opened 
another business.

To Tactics Says London Times of British 
Government. 


London, Mar. 18—(Special Cable to 
Montreal Star)—Tactics is the keyword 
from the ministerial position, The 
Times says: “The constitution and 
finances of the country which offered 
every opportunity for useiul legisla- 
tion have been sacrificed to tactics 
intended to keep the present holders 
of office in power at any cost to the 
nation. It is all tactics from end to 
end, and not clever tactics either. Red- 
mond is still cracking his whip,though 
no one doubts that he is still open 
to some tactical deal if Liberal inge- 
nuity can invent one. The Nation§1 
Liberal federation is shouting for more 
tactics of the kind, which the wise 
among the Liberals now see to tbe im- 
practicable. Tactics have ‘brought the 
government into a desperate muddle. 
It is just possible that if the hot- 
heads get their: way we may see fur- 
ther experiments at the expense of 
the nation’s interests, but the thing 
cannot go on much longer whether 
the end come upon the finance bill or 
upon the so-called veto, or upon some- 
thing else in the chapter of acci- 
dents.” > 

In ministerial quarters every effort 
is being made to belittle the Lorde’ 
attempt at self-reform. The Chronicle 
calls it “burlesque,” the Morning 
Leader, ‘a farcical bubble,” the Daily 
News, ‘solemn nonsense.” All agree 
that the reform is designed ‘to avoid 
concentration on any plan of veto and 
leave the old House of Lords with its 
old traditions and practically its old 
powers to defeat radical measures. 

The most perilous danger spot of 
the ministry is, however, dissensions 
in their own party and divided coun- 
sels within the cabinet. These may 
bring down the whole concern at any 
moment.—-Windermere,

TYPICAL DAY’S WORK IN 
: SHORT COURSE SCHOOL 


Description of the Lectures and Other 
Features of the Sessions Held in 

> Megrevilte During the Past Two 
Weeks by the Department of Agri- 
culture. ° 


Vegreville, March 18—The short course 
in agriculttire in Vegreville continues to 
be largely attended and great interest is 
manifested in the proceedings. Following 
is the time table Of & typical day's work 
in the school: 

9.30 to 10.45—Poultry, by A. W. Foley. 

10.45 to 12.00—Dairying, by G. Scott 

1.30 to 2.86—Weeds ,by W. C. McKil- 
lican. 

2.30 to 3.20—History and characteristics 
of Hackney, by Hl. A, Craig.- 

3.30 to 4.30—Class of’ Hackney moves, 
by G. Gardhouse. 

4.30 to 5.15—Filly 
Bryce Wright. 

The Live Stock. 

H. A, Craig, superintendent of fairs 
and institutes took up the Hackney 
class. He dealt first with the early his- 
tory of the Hackepy, stating they orig- 
inated in the Fifteenth century, before 
railroad days or Macadamized roads were 
in existence. ‘The horse of this type was 
bred for the purpose of carrying heavy 
men on horseback ‘ah@‘also for using in 
two-wheeled hacks and for the postchase. 
A horse to meet these requirements must 
be of medium size, strongly préportioned 
quality 


and gelding, by 


body, one with plenty of in| 
limbs, large sound fect, essentially a 
hers® of stamina and substance. 


This horse is said to have originated 
from mares of East Anglia in England, 
crossed with Arabian blood. For some 
vears this breed d¢veloped a great deal | 
of shapliness, of quality, up until the} 
latter part of the 17th century. The 
breeders this time s°sméd to lose inter- 
est and the breed became coarse. About 
1865 Americans began to breed the Hack- 
ney and imported sires and from this 
time on the Hackney horse in America 
had rotundity of form, ‘symmetry, style, 
action, quality and stamina. 

The Hackney horse in this country is 
the gentleman’s driver, while he can be 
put to a great variety of uses, on the 
road, on the street, orén the farm, Those 
animals that bring the hich price are | 
sold to gentl®men to-drive in high class | 
vehicles in the streets and parks. 

Going over the different pcints charac- 
teristic to the hacknes, the speaker said 
first that the color was mostly chestnut, 
bay or brown and occasionally — black. 
The size of the high-priced, hackney 
ranged from 151-2 to 16 hands hich. 

Great attention is paid to symmetry of 
the Hackney horse. All parts are evenly 
proportioned and a true clearliness of 
outline together with smooth swect flow- 
ing lines, As in any other horse we want 
constitution as shown by depth of heart 
and thickness through the chest. In this 
horse we want depth of heart rather 
than thickness to allow free straight 
movement of fore legs, 

In order to bring the high price the 
hackney must have superior action not 
only straight and trim with all fine feet 
but going high in front and going high 
behind, folding the knees and flexing the 
hocks in regular true machine-like man- 
ner. Along with this action we must 
have dash and vim, carrying the head 
well up, showing a nicely arched neck, 
and also carrying a gay sprightly dock. 
In cider to stand this high action it is 
necessary that we have a long sloping 
shoulder accompanied by a fairly long 
sloping pastern and also a large horn- 
like dense foot, open at the heels and 
large coronets. Quality is wanted in the 
limbs and in fact in the animals 
throughout, In the cannon bones this 
quality will be seen in the hard, flinty 
bone which is covered with fine skin and 
silky hair, showing no puffiness at the 
joints with the tendons sitting well back 
and clearly defined, The knees should 
be broad and clean and a flange on both 
inner and outer side, The hock, a most 
important joint should be long, wide, 
clean-cut on both sides and front, very 
clean and angular. These hocks should be 
placed fairly close together, with the 
hind feet slightly pointing outward, this 
enabling the animal to go clese and true 
behind. These characteristics combined 
with a strong short back, a long and well 
muscled croup, with a fair good length 
of underline constitute about what is re. 
quired in the modern hackney. 

Mr. Gardhouse Speaks 

The speaker made way for Mr, Gard- 
house, a breeder and importer from To- 
ronte, who took up the placing of the 
class of Hackney mares. Mr, Gardhouse 
asked the class to come down and look 
the animals ever and in their own minds 
place him t«!.

Home Butter Making. 

G, Scott is the speaker. ‘This is en- 
gaged in by those who have the neces- 
sary help, experience, utensils and mar- 
ket. In the latter it is better to have 
private customers, than the corner gro- 
cery store, where it is exchanged for gro- 
ceries, The equipment consists of a 
churn, butter-worker, printer, ladles, 
parchment paper, etc. 

To make the business most profitable 
the guality of the product must be the 
best and the cows must produce sufficient 
to iesult in a good margin between the 
cost to produce and the price received 
per pound of butter. The essentials for 
profit may be considered as, “the man, 
the cow, and the feed” and as man has 
control of theo ther factors, (the cow and 
the feed) it is to his advantage to feed 
hie machine*(the cow) to her capacity of 
predaction and to systematize his work 
bv records, weighing and testing the 
milk, to learn definitely the value of his 
machine, and the materials used for pro- 
ducing milk. 

As the value of butter depends upon 
its quality it is necessary when handling 


this article of food in order to make it 
upost valiiable ta observe thorough clean- 
liness, milking clean cows, with clean, 
dry hands, in a clean stable, than to 
take the milk at once into another reom, 
strain or separate or set for creaming, a8 
quickly as possible, Cleanliness and low 


temperature shou'd be the constant 
watchword with the dairymen, as milk 
may the means of transmitting many 
forms of disease, but when held at alow 
temperhture very little or no bacterial 
growth takes place, but in this case as 
in others, ‘‘an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.” 
The Use of a Separator. 

The use of a separator i& advisable 
where more than 8 or 10 cows are milk- 
ed, which to be most efficient should be 
opernted _ according to the instructions 
issued by the manufacturers, as setting 
mp of the machine, cleaning and oiling 
he bearings, kind of foundation, level 
ob same and bolting firmly to same. Aslo 
with regard to the temperature of milk 
exceeding the capacity of the machine, 
smooth running, speed of the machine 
and cleaning the separator after each 
separation. 

Handling cream—On no account should 
the warm and cold cream be mixed, but 
cool the cream after each separation and 
when adding to the storage can stir thor- 
oughly. Hold the cream in the storag> 
can below 55 degrees to prevent ripening, 
ete, Cream in this condition may be com- 
pared to a clean summer fallow ready 
for seeding. When quantity of clean- 
flavored sour milk is added to the cream 
sapply, which is held at the desired tem- 
perature for a few hours, the cream will 
possess the flavor imparted to it by the 
clean flavored sour milk. 

The following was alsodealt with: Fac- 
ters influencing.churning, temperature, 
amount of cream in the churn; richness 
of cream; ripeness of cream; length of 
time cows milking; breed of cows, ete.; 
salting in the churn; butter in the 
granular form; sifting salt on the but- 
ter; mixing salt and butter; working 
butter downward pressure, no scraping 
or sliding on the butter, Printing: neat, 
square print, full 16 oz. weight, wrapped 
neatly in parchment paper soaked from 
12 to 24 hours in strong brine solution; 
packing in parafine tubs lined with soak- 
ed parchmeht paper and packed solidly, 
level, neat surface without making 
greasy by scraping and covered by a cir- 
cle of parchment, Make all packages 
neat, attractive and clean to catch the 
eye of the prospective buyer. 

Weede—by W. C, McKillican. 

The importance of being able to recog- 
nize weeds was urged, The number of 
dangerous weeds is not great and they 
are as easily distinguished from each 
other as oats from wheat and barley. 
Every weed has some one of two charac- 
teristics that, give it undue advantage 
over other plants, and make it a weed. 
We should observe the characteristics. 
Classification: Annuals, live one year 
only, produce seed and die, usually pro- 
duce a large quantity of «eeds; bien- 
nials, live two years produce sted two 
years and die. Not troublesome in Al- 
berta, Perennials, live on indefinitely, 
produce seed every year, spread by both 
seed and root. Most widely distributed 
annuals in Alberta belong to the mus- 
tard family. Ball mustard, false flax, 
hare’s car mustard, tumbling mustard, 
stinkweed and several otiiers are includ- 
ed » this group. The, may be distin- 
guished from other plante by the flower, 
which has four pttals arranged in cross- 
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tommor plants have this arrangement, 
When a plant wilh a flower of this type 
is seen it is likely a dangerous weed. 

Mritards may be eradicated by giving 
conditions stitable to germinate the 
sends i+ the soil, and then preventing 
the plant from getting ripe. Summer fal- 
low or gree feed crops. s sure and cut 
green seed before weeds af® ripe.

Poultry—by A. W. Foley. 

Dealing with the establishing and de- 
veloping of a flock, he said: One of three 
ways may be used for establishing a 
flovk, 

First—by introducing pure bred cock. 
erels and using them to improve the 
flock already on hand. 

Second—-By obtaning several settings 
of eggs from pure bred birds in April or 
May. 

Third—By buring pure bred stock, 

After deciding how to start the next 
thing to do is selecting a breed. The 
question ef which is the best breed to 
chocse must be left* to the individual 
to settle. Once the choice is made do 
not change as your work will count for 
nothing. 

The utility breeds recommended: Or- 


pingtons, buff, black and white. Wyan- 
dottes, white, buff, silver pencilled, 
partridge and black. Plymouth rocks, 


buff, barred and white. The Orpington is 
an English baeed and are getsing very 
popular in Canada. The type cf the util- 
ity breed was gone into, then the pure 
bred versus scrub was dealt with at 
length shewing how the reared 
under similar conditions with the puré 
bred did net make nearly as rapid gain, 
ete. The scrub chickens were not so sat- 
isfactory for meeting the demands of 
the higher class local markets or for ex- 
port. The laws of breeding were gone 
into. By having a type fixed in the mind 
and by selecting for the breeding pen 
only those ihdividuals which conform 
most clesely to that type, the breeder is 
causing each generation to become more 
prepotent in desirable characteristics, 
and also finds that in each succeeding 
generation there are fewer culls. There- 
fore the law of selection is of the most 
important to the pure bred breeder.

AN EXPERT BELIEVES 
NORTH IS RICH IN OIL 


W. H. Dunham, California Oil Expert, 
Tests Ol! Sands From Lake Atha. | 
basca and Declares Them Rich in In- 
dications of Oil—What Oil Has 
Meant to United States. 


W. H. Dunham was in the city yes- 
terday and tested samples of oil-bear- 
ing send that was submitted to him 
by L. L. Pearce, of this city. This 
sand, said Mr. Dunham to the Bulle- 
tin, is taken from oil properties in 
the vicinity of Lake Athabaska. Mr. | 
Dunham said that it had been his in- 
tention to make a trip to the north 
country himself, but at present it was 
impossible to do so, on account of the 
rivers not being open. He leaves to- 
day for Mexico, witere he, will investi- 
gate several properties, 

Me. Dunham, who has spent his life 
in the oil districts and has been in 
clogee touch with the oil industry for 
the last forty years, said that the in- 
dications of oil on the sand that he 
had tested was as good as any that he 
had ever seen. 

“The best wells in California,” said 
Mr. Dunham, “do not siuww  indica- 
tions of oi} in the sand as quickly as 
this sand does. I proved conclusive- 
ly the presence of oil in this sand in- 
side of a minute after starting tests, 
and in most eases it will take at least 
two minutes for the oil to show. 

“The oil industry,” said the expert, 

‘is demanding that more wells be 
peodanek and as the Pacifie coast to- | 
day is producing the best oil for com. | 
mercial purposes, it is very evident, 
from the sample of sand that I have 
tested, that you people of this north- | 
ern country are going to see some of | 
the best wells on the continent drilled | 
in the country north of Edmonton. 
It is unfortunate that I have come to 
this country so early, as I would have 
liked very much to have gone to the 
Athabasca country this trip, but as 
my time is valuable I will have to) 
come back again.”

PUBLIC WORKS SHOW 


RAPID DEVELOPMENT “ 


The Annual Report of the Minister 
of Provincial Department Gives a 
Good Idea of the Manner in 
Which the Province is Growing 
From Year to Year. 


Of the many evidences of the rapid 
growth of Alberta, none more conclu: 
sive is given than can be found in the 
annual report of the Provincial Min- 
ister of Public Works, which has just 
been tabled in the Provincial Legisla. 
ture. Alberta is a great province and 
the public works under construction 
are ot an immense nature, in order to 
give iacilities to all sections of the faat 
opening-up territory. The depart- 
ment has control over roads, bridges, 
telephones, coal mines and local im- 
provements, The recipts ot the 
year were well over half a million 
und there were taken in in lecal im- 
provement taxes alone a sum well in 
excess Of a quarter million, 

“The inérease and extension of the 
work of the department still continued 
in 1909," says the deputy ministe: 

“This was largely accounted tor by 
the influx of population, and in view 
ot railway extensions, new main roads 
and bridges have ‘been constructed 
wherever possible,” 

Bridges Stronger. 

All bridges of last year were built 
of imereased size and weight, in vie 
of the heavier threshing ahd traction 
engines in use. All old steel bridges 


have also been examined and notices 
placed showing what weight of load | 
they are intended to carry. 

During the year 235 bridges were 


of which 219 were timber 
structures. In additicn, 95 bridges 
were repaired. Thirteen steel bridges 
were built, bringing the total number 
in the province up to 117. 

Among the principal bridges were 
those over the Belly River at Taber, 
consisting of four 176 feet steel spans; 
the bridge over the Red Deer River, 


construcied, 


at Red Deer, consisting of two 200 fee; lw 


steel spans; and the bridge over the 
Old Man River at Macleod, consisting 
oi three 175 feet steel spans, ali on 
concrete substructures. 

Some Smaller Bridges. 

In addition, work was commenced 
at Cowley on a two 125 foot steel span 
bridge and reconstruction work was 
started on the Langevin bridge across 
the Bow River at Calgary. The old 
bridge at Red Deer was taken down 
and each span erected in newly settled 
territory, one each being over the 
Clearwater river, over the James river 
and over the Raven river. The fol- 
Jowing steel bridges on timber sub- 
structures might also be mentioned: 
Two 125 foot spans over Red Deer 
river at McDougali’s Crossing; one 
100 toot span over Medicine river, west 
of Red Deer; one 90 foot span ove! 
Baitle river at the town-of Ponoka; 
one 125 foot steel spun over Battle 
river, south of Sedgewick. In addi- 
tion to these a large number of smali 
steel br.dges were completed on lum- 
ber substructures. 

Opening up Main Roads. 

The policy of the department has 
been to open up and improve main 
roads, leaving the side roads to the 
local unprovement districts, and many 
of the latter have taken hold ot this 
work willingly. In this connection 4 
bulletin has. been prepared and will 


be issued to all interested in this 
work. Road work should be carried 
out under practical foremen, compet- 


ent to direct the work and demand a 


day’s work for a day’s pay.

Six new ferries were in- 
stalled as follows: One over the Pem- 
bina at Entwistle; one over Peace 
river at Dunvegan; one over Pembinu 
river in 26-56-7-5; one over the Belly 
river, north of Chauvin, in 23 45-2-4;

This increase was cur- 
tailed to some extent by a dispute 
between the operators and the work- 
men in the early part of the year. 

In the year 32 new mines were open- 
ed up and 8 abandoned, 121 mines 
are now in operation in the province. 
There were less accidents in 1909 than 
in 1908, owing to the greater precau- 
tions taken, 

The Construction Work. 

Tn construction work the Parliament 
Buildings at Edmonton had been car- 
ried on with success. The asylum at 
Ponoka and the court house at Ed- 
monton are also well advanced. The 
court house at Fort Saskatchewan and 
the telephone building at Lethbridge 
were completed. Work on the court 
house and jail at the latter placo was 
also started. The land titles build- 
ing, the heating building, the automa. 
| tic telephone sub-station and the tele- 
phone warehouse and ofiice building 
all at Calgary, have also been com- 
pleted. Work was also started on 
the University building at Strathcona, 

In the local improvement d.strict 
department there was collected = in 
fees $261,383.73. At the end of the 
year there were 188 small local im- 
provement districts fully organized 
and carrying on business. 

Over 300,000 communications were 
dealt with, compared with 240,000 the 
previous year. Cash in all amount ng 
to $634,849.49 was received, compared 

with $414,863.15 in 1908,

The city council in special session 
last night deals with three important 
questions: paving, street railway ex- 
tenstons and! salaries of civic officials. 

A communication was read from the 
Y. W.C. A. of the city asking exemp- 


tion trom taxation, The aidermen de- 
cided that as the Y. M. C. A. was 
exempt it was only fair that the Y. 
W. G. A. should receive a similar 
concession, 

A report was read from Superintend 
ent Taylor to the effect that if the 
atreet railway was to be extended this 
summer it was imperative that six 
more cars be ordered at once to be 
here in time to be placed on the sys- 
tem when completed. He recommend. 
ed that these cars be purchased froin 
the Ottawa Car Co. at a cost of $3,169 
each. The aldermen thought it in- 
advisable to purchase these care with- 
out first securing competitive quota- 
tions, and the report was Jaid on the 
table, the commissioners being advised 


| to wire to Ahe different companies for 


prices on these cars. The matter will 
be dealt with at the next regular meet 
ing of the council, 

As to Paving. 

A communication was read from the 
Randolph Blome Paving Co., giving 
their price on paving between the car 
tracks with their pavement, granitoid. 
Mr. Pindell, the representative of the 
film, was present at the meeting and 
stated that as he had other appoint- 
ments to keep at Regina and Moose 
Jaw he would like to know at what 
time his company would know as to 
whether or not their tender had been 
accepted, 

A representative of the Bitulithic 
Paving Co,, was also present and stat- 


j ed that his estimates on the city pav- 


ing would be ready today or Monday. 

The mayor informed Mr. Pindell 
that it would be at least Tuesday cv- 
ening before the council would be in 
a position to award the contract, and 
then it would }. subject to the by- 
law being approved J by the peopie. 

The council then rested into com- 
mittee of the whole and icok up the 
matter of paving. All the petitions of 
the different etreets were read and it 
was decided to pave the following 
streets this year: Jasper west from 
Eleventh to Sixteenth; Namayo ave- 
hue, from Jasper avenue to the C. N. 
R.; one block on Third streey north 
of Jasper avenue, 

“This last block of the paving ques- 
tioon wae the cause of considerabie 
discussion on the part of the alder- 
men, and, as it is the main wholesale 
street of the city it was thoughs by 
the aldermen that it should be paved. 

“The street at the present time is 
a disgrace to the city,” said Ald. 
Lundy, ‘‘and' is a place that does not 
speak very highly of the public im- 
provement department.” 

It was decided to give the wholesale 
people another opportunity to have 
their petition signed, 

No Boulevard Route. 

The street railway extensions were 
next taken up, The report of the su- 
perintendent was still on the table for 
the Boulevard route to the East End 
park. The report of the committee 
that had driven over the proposed 
“belt line’ was also on the table. Both 
routes were discussed at considerable 
length, and it was finally decided to 
build a sing.e track line to the park 
this year with four sidings, this line 
to be built on the south route, extend. 
ing from Jasper cast along the bank 
of the river and past the penitentiary. 

The exhibition association have a 
scheme on at the present time that 
Will give*’a means of providing a road- 
way on the west side of the park, The 
association will donate 33 feet o2 the 
park and the owners of the land that 
adjoins the park will also donate 33 
feet and this will then give the park a 
street that will be used as a car line. 
The West End car extensions stand 
as settled at the last council meeting.
